A turkey that looks so weak In the pins 
that it always lies down, two creatures so 
emaciated and shrunken thut only a K°od,i 
long look recalls lln'in as barnyard cables, j 
and a white creature with a yellow beaki 
that sutfgests duck, these and a board bear- 
ing the legend. "To lie Shot For,” may be 
seen in the window of a Brooklyn shooting- 
gallery, says tiio lagit. of Hi at city. The 
live-stock looks very fuzzy and damp and 
limp, and the four beaks urc ever wearily 
turning over sawdust and sand in the vain 
expectation of Uiidit-«r a grain of cereal. The 
fact that these bulls and that board have fig- 
ured in the windows of several sh'Kiting- 
palleries during a year or so attracted the 
attention of a newspaper man who made it 
• point to attend the “shoot” in question. 

In a stifling place where cigarette smoke 
had driven out the atmosphere, were con- 
gregated some twenty or thirty boys and 
youths who were animated by the laudable 
desire to win the poultry via the bulls-eye. 
after many pops much noise and not a littlo 
profanity, the turkey and duck were won by 
a young man with hair which suggested a 
white horse. The chickens were captured 
by two others who each received twenty- 
five cents in lieu thereof. At the close of 
the competition the young man with tho 
white-horse hair, all the other competitors 
having departed, held a brief conference 
with the proprietor, packed up his game and 
notice board in a crate and vanished. 

A week or so later the same operations 
wore repented at another store up-town — 
the same old poultry, tho same old board 
and the tilin ' young man with tho sanguin-* 
ary hair, lie won the prizes again, and 
again carted them off in a crate. Finding 
himself cornered en this state of the ease.hw 
made the following interesting statement! 

“I’m a stove fluisher by trade. In the 
evenin’s 1 was always fond of shootin’ and 
uster go round the shoot in ’-galleries. At 
last I got to shoot so well' si could be pretty 
sure of winnin’ any shootin'-match for 
prizes. Wall, the prizes ain’t worth much, 
and the proprietor of the gallery rakes in a 
tidy boodle for siiots in the match and for 
practicin’ before-hand. 1 didn't practice 
and always won. 80 1 lit on tho idea of 
lettin' tho poultry prizes out for a show for 
a week an’ talcin’ tho chances of winnin’ 
’em in the match. The proprietors of tho 
gaileries pay me from three dollars to ilva 
dollars for the week's use of the birds, and 
in the match I takes my chance of any one 
else winnin' ’» in. I generally win ’em back 
for loss than fifty cents a piece.” 

“Do you have any other prizes to let out!” 

“Yes. I've got two amuii pigs, cheap silver 
cups and lots of things that make a goodl 
show uml bring me in ultout ton dollars a 
week in Brooklyn and Now York. I've had 
as many as eight shooting-matches a week. 
Yes. Once or twice I’ re been dropped to. 
Jn Third avenue. New York, some time ago, j 
the proprietor of a gallery put up a job on ‘ 
me. 1 put up u silver cup lor first prize, a 
pig for so, -end. a turkey for third and ducks 
and chickens for otlfer prizes. We made a 
big show and I was to have onc-lialf of the 
receipts of tho match, but nothing else. 
Well, to make a long story short, we only 
took in aliout six dollars, and three feud's 
there won all the prizes and I got left. I 
was about twelve dollurs out.

Tile Condition of h Man Win* lias Keen 

Ili-ii ridden lor Thirty Years. 

On a W'l in tho second story of a museum 
on the Bowery, says the Now York Mail and 
£tpr*u, lies a creature truly wonderful to 
look upon. It is a man yet a man bereft of 
all power of motion. Every joint in his 
body, without a single exception, has be- 
come hardened, ami presenting to the be- 
holder a form completely ossified. The man 
is Jonathan K. Buss. He has laid on his 
back on the same bed for the past thirty 
years. He is one continuous iKine from head 
to foot. He was not, however, born thus, 
but he is the victim of a disease which has 
not only proved unique in its kind, but has 
baffled the skill of the most eminent physi- 
cians who have either treated hnn during 
the ineipieney of the disease or who have 
seen him since be has been in the state in 
which ho is now. The disease, which iu 
reuhty has no name, came on when ho was 
t boy of seventeen. He was then living in 
Lockport, N. Y., where lie was born in 1<!0. 

It commenced in a i>e''uliur sensation ex- 
perienced in tho hull of tho right foot. 
Shortly thereafter the left foot became af- 
fected in a like manlier. Up to tliii time 
Bass had been an unusually strong lad, mid 
his feats of lifting great weights were a 
marvel to the community. The doctors who 
were consulted guvo it as their opinion that 
the disease was inflammatory rheumatism, 
aggravated by tho boy's feats of strength. 
But the disease crept up both legs, gradual- 
ly claiming tho entire body for its victim. 

It was nine years before the body was en- 
tirely ossiiied as at present, and during this 
time Buss attended school, completing a 
term both at the high school of his native 
plait' aud u commercial college. He is in- 
telligent and his mind is apparently well 
cultivated. As he lies now i^mhi his lied ho 
iuv»cnts the upj -nr,. in o of mi ordinary 
man of usual height. Ho might )x> called 
good looking were it not for tho deep set 
eves caused by his being bedridden so long. 
The bonce of his left lmnd are entirely ab- 
sorbed as far u* the wrist, und also' the 
bones of tho fingers of the right hand. Tho 
nails on both hands have grown to the ab- 
nonuui long! U of from five to ten inches.
